As there seems to Gh Bolielt considerable discussion go- 
ing on regarding the way the business of the City | 
of Upland has been conducted by the city trustees, 
I would like to give a brief history of the affairs of 
the City during the past 8 years that I have been a 
member of the Board. When I was elected in 1914 
I found that the city had no money but rather owed 
the bank nearly $6,000.00. 


By strict economy this condition was overcome and this large 
deficit made up without any increase in the rate of taxation. During 
the war period when the cost of labor and materials doubled and 
trebled in price, we found that we could not prevent our streets 
and roads from going to pieces, without alittle more money, so 
we submitted the proposition to the people to increase our rate 
from $1.00 to $1.25 per $100.00 assessment, and this was carried by 
over a two-thirds vote. This is the only inerease in the city taxes 
for the past eight years, so if your total taxes are continually in- 
In fact our city 
rate this year is 8 cents less than last year’s rate. Many necessary 
improvements have been made during these 8 years. We have built 
the Fire Hall, bought the fire truck and a full equipment of fire 


apparatus, or up the basement of the library, which is 
found very useful. Have built a complete sewer system. Have 


made a contract with the water companies which gives us plenty 
of water for fire protection. Have purehased a. steam roller and 
various pieces of street machinery, have purehased a lot and barn 

to keep our machinery in, also a good truck for the street depart- 
ment. Many miles of;streets have been paved and are being main- 
tained in good condition. We are paying into the Library fund, 
double what we paid: eight years ago, because the Library needs it. 
I mention these few items to give a general idea as to where your 
money has been spent.

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IS GERMANY RE-ARMING? 


ROFESSOR CESTRE of the University of Paris, 
P now lecturing in this country, says Germany is 
up to its old tricks of secretly preparing for 
another war, reminiscent of its tactics in the 
{ime of Napoleon. He believes that in the matter of 
disarmament prescribed by the treaty of Versailles 
the Allied commissioners are being fooled. ‘‘Shot- 
guns are being manufactured by hundreds of thou- 
sands which can in a moment be transformed into war 
‘veapons. Agricultural motors which look more like 
tanks than peaceful plowing implements are being 
made. New cannon tubes are hidden in factories 
where socialist workmen manufactured them while 
cajoling French ‘comrades’ with professions of friend- 
ly feelings.’’ The associations of veterans and the 
so-called gymnastic societies also arouse the suspicion 
of this French professor, remembering how the Prus- 
sians by a scheme of frequent re-enlistments in a 
force of militia deceived Napoleon and built up a great 
army-that later helped to bring about his downfall. 
The professor’s suspicions are understandable, but 
according to the official records Germany has techni- 
cally complied with all the disarmament demands to 
date. Military experts of other nations than France 
say that despite her *seven million men of fighting 
age,,Germany would not be in shape for many years 
to resume active warfare. The fate of the fleet is 
well known. Germany has not yet given full proof 
of ‘‘moral’’ disarmament, but it is hard to believe 
that she has the physical equipment to start any 
trouble in ‘the near future such as France fears. At 
any rate, the new arrangement for an alliance with 
England should be reassuring to France.—Pittsburgh 
Chronicle-Telegraph.

Grover Cleveland Bergdoll, the draft dodger from 
Philadelphia. Bergdoll was one of those who had been 
convicted but by some chicanery which has never 
been fully explained was enabled to escape from the 
custody of army officials and is still enjoying his 
liberty in Germany. Weinberg, ona cross examination 
pefore the committee, declared that he would express 
his opinion on political and economic questions at any 
time and in any place despite the Supreme Court 
of the United States. If that were the only offense 
of men who have been convicted under the espion-. 
ege act they would never have been haled before a 
court of justice. 

The so called political prisoners were not cdn- 
victed for expressing their opinions on political and 
economie questions. They were convicted for inter- 
fering with the prosecution of the war or for giving 
aid and comfort te our national enemies. 

The author of the resolution was Representative 
London, Socialist of New York. At the hearing 
before the Congressional Committee .Mr. London de- 
elared that he would free men convicted of violence 
‘f they did so because of a deep religious feeling. If 
that theory of the administration of our criminal 
laws should be adopted Booth and Guiteau would 
have escaped punishment if they had put up the 
plea that they assassinated Presidents of the United 
States under the impulse of deep religious feeling. 
Under our conscription laws no man was required 
to bear arms if he could show that he had religious 
Many men undertook to 
take advantage of the provisions of that law not- 
withstanding they had never theretofore shown any 
religious convictions on war or any other subject. 
The only complaint that was heard of the adminis- 
tration of the conscientious objection provision of 
the law was that the War Department construed it 
too liberally and permitted many persons to escape 
their obligations under the conscription act. y 

The fact that the war is now over is cited by 
some as a reason why the offenders under the espion- 
age law should be given their freedom. The fallacy 
of such a plea as that is*‘readily apparent. The war 
was won not through their efforts-but in spite 
of their opposition. If it was ever proper to deprive 
them of their freedom it would certainly be improper 
now to let them enjoy the fruits of a victory in 
which they had no part but which they tried to pre- 
vent.—Daily Facts. .

Furthermore, the paper pointed out that Japanese 
wages seemed to be rising, while German wages, owing 
to the precipitous decline of the mark, might fall to a 
still lower level. According to this Japanese paper, 
the effects of these wage-differences were already 
visible in Eastern markets, for, it went on to state,

Man Believes What He Wants to Be- 
lieve, and Then Finds Reasons to 
Confirm Convictions. 





A wonderfully curious organ is the 
human mind, a never-failing source of 
humor—that is, the minds of other 

And that is a part of the hu- 


ters say to another; “but if you kill 
me, by Jove, it’s murder.” 

We clearly see the defects in the 
reasoling of acquaintances, Our 
friends, of course, are more logical, 
but that is because they are our 
friends. Or, rather, they are our 
friends because they reason as they 
do. Their opinions have drawn us 
to them. They agree with us. 

And this agreement is evidence of 
the correctness of our own beliefs. It 
proves our ability to interpret condi- 
tions and to draw conclusions, or It 
would were proof of such a self-evident 
fact necessary. The agreement of our 
friends shows that we are free from 
the mental weaknesses of them who do 
not agree with our views. 

It also proves the intelligence of our 
associates. And we would not have 
unintelligent friends. That is our rea- 
son for choosing them, or, rather, 
the reason why our opinions choose 
them. We think that we select our 
friends, but this is one of the human 
delusions.” Our opinions are the se- 
lective force. This is a phase of our 
defensive social behavior. It preserves 
our good opinion of ourselves. 

We believe what we want to believe 
and then find reason to confirm our 
convictions. Of course, we do not de- 
liberately seek arguments for views 
which we already hold. Usually, we 
are not even aware that our opinions 
are fixed, so subtly have they gained 
the mastery. 

We think that we are open-minded 
seekers after truth. But business and 
social imterests have determined our 
views and we are really trying to jus- 
tify them so as not’to think {ll of our- 
selves. Self-esteem is even more im- 
portant psychologically than the es- 
teem of others. And this human crav- 
ing for self-justification by argument 
sets -in motion the defensive neutral 
mechanism which gives the mental cor- 
relate, defensive thinking. We must 
justify ourselves to ourselves.—Edgar 
James Swift, in Scribner's.

Tank Cars to Carry Milk. 

Tank cars for oll sre a common 
sight, but tank cars for milk are some- 
thing distinctly new. The first tnstal- 
lation of this kind was made recently 
for a large dairy in Pittsburgh, says 
Popular Mechanics Magazine. Two 
2,500-gallon steel tanks are mounted 
on each car. These tanks are of heavy 
welded plate steel, with a glass lining, 
and are insulated with cork, Fused 
into the metal at extreme heat, the 
glass forms a smooth surface, which 
is easily cleaned and will stand se- 
vere usage. Inside each tank Is a mo- 
tor-driven agitator. Run for five min- 
utes before emptying the tank, {t gives 
uniformity to the contents. 

Milk chilled to a temperature of 38 
to 40 degrees is maintained at that 
temperature in the tanks without fur- 
ther refrigeration, Similar tanks are 
mounted op wagons and motortrucks 
for hauling the milk from the railroad 
to the dairy or collecting it along coun- 
try roads.
